some of the reports they have received of treat- 
ment accorded in Germany itself to German na- 


tionals. 


In 1933,'members of opposition par-. 
ties were arrested wholesale and con- 
fined to concentration camps where 
+ they were subjected to the most bar- 

barous treatment. 

Flogging and torture were the order 
of the day and’ it is common know- 
ledge in Germany that the National- 
ist Socialist Party was taking terrible 
vengeance on those who had the tem- 
erity to oppose it.” :

More Russian gains from Germany's 
war on Poland.are advertised in the 
_agreement just negotiated by Russian 
and Estonian authorities. This agree- 
ment gives Russia several Baltic naval 
and air bases and provides for mutual 
assistance and for Russia’s placing of © 
a Red army of 25,000 in Estonia. It 
contains: also verbal gestures toward 
Estonian sovereignty which is sup- 
posed to remain intact though the 
terms of the agreement appear to re~ 
duce Estonia practically to a Russian 
protectorate. 

In one way the move is favourable 
to Germany: icé-free Estonian ports . 
will now become available for Rus- 
sian .trade with the Third Reich,. 
improving one route through which 
war supplies can reach Germany. But 
the price at which the.Third Reich 
acquires this minor advantage ap- 
pears to be high indeed. It is no less 
than the giving to Russia of a foot-~ 
hold which may well lead to Russian 
hegemony in the Baltic region. 

This was obviously the aim of the 
Russians when they were angling 
with London for the right to impose 
guarantees on the. Baltic States 
should an Anglo-Russian agreement 
be concluded. Russia’s contention 
then was that unless such guarantees

same long-winded delicacy favoured 
by my corresponding secretary. It is 
the European or the international 
situation. which .is hurrying them to 
the altar or the registrar: nothing so 
common as & war, : 
There has long been implanted in 
mankind a belief that we may avert 
the worst by giving it a good, or at 
least a less evil, name. The classical: 
instance was that nervous politeness 
of the ancient Greeks which described 
those dark immortals the Avenging 
Furies as the Kindly Ones. We scarce- 
ly. go as far as that nowadays. Yet we. 
cannot boast ourselves to be truly free 
of such “wishful thinking,” as it is 
fashionable to name it..To call a war, 
which may soon be a world war and 
confusion’s masterpiece, an ‘“inter- 
national situation” does to some degree 
avert the mind from bloody thoughts, 
just as to call the possible dropping of 
hundreds of high-explosive bombs’ 
about our heads “an emergency” gives: 
us a comfortable feeling that it is not 
going to happen after all. Juliet’s dis- 
missal of nominalism was far from 
accurate. A rose would not . smell as 
sweet were it called stinking muck- 
wort, nor does the crash of a bomb 
sound quite as terrifying when the 
merciful pamphlet dismisses that de- 
tonation as “in case of emergency.” 


Detonation! We are already in the 
mode. For the effect of war is to sub- 
ject us-.all to Whitehall, and the Eng- 
lish idiom of the Civil Service is-pom- 
pous, prolix, and classical. It would’ 
never have a smash or a crash while 
it could detonate. The rule, it seems, 
is simple enough. Always avoid a 
short Saxon word and use a long 
Latin or Greek one instead. Call the 
start of a war the commencement of 
hostilities, calk cleaning up decon- 
tamination, make great play with 
emergencies and eventualities, Latinise 
your army when you mobilise it, and 
announce that the complete motorisa- 


‘tion of certain units has now been 


energetically. effected—these are the 
words of present warfare and make 
up the ponderous lexicon of modern 
Mars. ' 

Statesmen fall to it in like manner 
and begin to brandish with ecstasy 
such verbal claymores as “arbitra- 
ment” as once they tossed the weighty 
caber of “appeasement.” The journa- 
list alone, since his space ig now more 
scanty than ever,. endeavours to do 
battle with monosyllables:and finds 
exceeding virtue in ‘the term that is 
terse. Already we may note a greedy 
usage of the word “key.” Our popular 
columns are full of “key news” about 
“key men” in: “key places.” So does 
Fleet Street, in times of: paper dearth, 
unlock its heart. Exceptional people 
immediately become: “key”. or “ace,” 
while the makers of edicts and pro-' 
clamations in Whitehall are hammering

The 1914-1918 war added very 
little to our vocabulary. :It. introduced 
some ‘Anglo-irdian soldiers’ slang, 
which will now, presumably, be res- 
tored to popular use, and it spread, if 
it did not invent, the ugly but aptly | 
descriptive verb “fo scroutige,.” Modern 
war, being so largely unromahtic, only 
the duels of. the air supplying oppor- 
tunities for individual ‘ triumph’ and. 
esteem, does not cover the country 
with its glorious names, It is a some- 
what anonymous business altogether. 
There are no short, sharp, decisive 
battles that you can call by a place, 
and only week-long, “month-long 
actions spreading over many miles 
which ‘have long been battered out of 
all recognisable shape or. difference. 
Hence Britain, whose taverns record 
50 many generals and battles long ago, 
has scarcely any such’ nominal records 
of the greatest of its conflicts, After. 
the Kitchener myth had faded hero- 
worship died away.and the best- 
known soldier of the whole struggle 
is he who remains unknown. - 

So, in the present.case, when scarce- 
ly anybody knows the names of thé 
nation’s admirals and generals.and air 
marshals, when a modest anonymity 
is the general rule, we'shall not look 
for new words to come to us from 
headquarters. Some may slip’ in from 
the lower deck and the rank and file. 
What is perfectly certain is: that we are 
fated to receive a full measure of 
pomposity from the civilian authori- 
ties and: to become accustomed in 
time to a dreadful abundance of the 
vague, evasive words which Whitehall 
dearly loves. The emergency, as the 
departments ‘say, will spawn its paper 
brood of fatalities, emergencies, even- 
tualities, and all their classic: kind, 
There is shortly, for example, to be a 
day for counting our heads: this, one 
notes, is being brightly called “Zero 
Day of Enumeration.” 


Poetry of old drew on war for its 
sounding glories. Greece led off with 
its Iliad and snatched words bright 
as swords from the singing plains of 
Troy. Our own Elizabethans had the 
knack of it, and Shakespeare could 
reel off martial magniloquence with 
as much ease as music while still ap- 
prentice to his craft. But we have 
come too close to havoc to care:much 
for its eloquence, and the rhetoric of 
ruin... now. ...offends..- the .-.sensibility,-- 
though it may charm the aural sense. 
What noetry this new war may evoke

more melodious numbers than have 
recently usurped the vogue. But in 
temper, we may be “sure, it will be 
realistic, Casque and helm may return 
to warfare, but not in those names 
of older romance, ‘they are plain “tin.

— SUICIDE OR MURDER 
VICTIM ? 


BY JOEL C. MATHEWS 

“For the cause I feel'prouder in my 
chains than if I were decorated with 
the Star and Garter of England.” 

Thus spoke the Irish rebel, Théo- 
bold Wolfe Tone, when arrested for 

‘treason against Great Britain, 

Tone was born in Dublin in 1763 
and ‘was the son of a coach-maker. 
While at Trinity College, he planned 
a career in the Army. But before 
graduation he fell in love with Matilda 
Witherington, a beautiful Irish girl of 
16, carried her off, married her and 
then awoke to the fact that he must 
immediately make a living  befittiny 
her station. The easiest calling to 
present itself was the law, and he 
became a barrister, but soon finding 
this vocation uncongenial,. he went 
into politics, 

He was soon fired with ambition to 
free Ireland, which was just recover- 
ing from three generations of war- 
fare. He founded the Society of 
United Irishmen, .and sought foreign 
assistance for his adventure. Thus in 
1795, when England and France were 
at war, he intrigued with France to 
‘land an armed ‘force on the Irish 
coast. It was his plan to form an 
Irish republic by armed rebellion, 
but the scheme fell through and he 
allowed to exile himself in America 
_with the understanding that he would 
keep faith with the mother country. 

In the spring of 1795 he took up his 
residence in Philadelphia, but did not 
approve of America. He complained 
that dt was no more truly democratic 
and no less under the thumb of au- 
thority than the Irish. He called 
George Washington a . “high-flying 
aristocrat” and branded the aristo- 
cracy of money in America as more 
powerful than the aristocracy of 
birth in Europe. So he put 
off for Paris, where he renewed his 
conspiracy to effect a French inva- 
sion of Ireland.. With .the hope that 
such a commission would protect him 
‘from the penalty of treason should he 
be taken by the English, he obtained 
the rank of adjutant general of the 
French. army and accompanied a 
number of French . expeditions and 
raids upon the Irish coast. In one of 
these his brother Matthew was cap- 
tured, being later hanged for treason. 


The last raiding party which Wolfe 
Tone accompanied was being pounced 
upon by the British fleet. when he 
was offered escape in a French fri- 
gate, but he bravely refused to desert 
his comrades and was taken prisoner 
while still wearing the uniform of a 
French adjutant general. Not until 
two weeks later was he recognised. 
When brought to Dublin to be tried 
for treason he made a manly speech 
avowing his determination “by fair 
- and .open warfare” to procure the 

-separation of Ireland from England 
and pleading by virtue of his status 
a French officer the right to die by 
the musket instead of by the rope. 
But he was sentenced to be hanged.

this entanglement .the vews. was 
given to the world that Wolfe ‘Tone 
had solved the knotty problem ‘by 
cutting his own throat .with a'pen- 
knife. His hanging’: .had -, been 
scheduled for November 12th, 1798, 
and his alleged suicidal attempt was 
committed on November llth. Al- 
though he lived eight days after 
supposedly inflicting a fatal wound 
upon -himself, the sentence. was 


‘never carried out. 


What really happened has always 
been a mystery. There has been a 
suspicion that the hanging was avold- 
ed in order to save the necks of the 
two British generals whom France in 
fulfillment of her threat would have 
hanged had tone’s execution taken 
place. Throughout Ireland there was 


’ prevalent .the belief that Tone was

As it was strictly against the 
law and prison regulations for a 
condemned prisoner to have a knife 
in his possession, the supposition has 
been that even if Tone did commit 
suicide he did'so with the connivance 
of the authorities. One story was 
that his throat was cut not with 
knife but with a silver sixpence 


which he had sharpened upon a stone 


slab in his cell... 

The real circumstances of his death 
will ever remain one of the mysteries 
of Irish history. nw ;
